indications that it has been possible 
to cure tuberculosis guinea-pigs by 
this method.

A really and promptly effective cure 
for tuberculosis in guinea-pigs and 
other animals. The Injections so far 
made by Friedmann in children seem 
to Indicate that the fluid injected is 
harmless in children and that Is all.

Callahan Murder Case Trials. 
Winchester, Ky., Dec. 18 —A series 
of trials that will be watched with 
interest all ovey the country are about 
to begin in the Clark Circuit court 
here. 
The trials result from the as­ 
sassination of former Sheriff Bd Cal­ 
lahan and will mark another chapter 
in Breathitt County feudal history 
Callahan was riddled with rifle bul­ 
lets as be stood in the door of his 
store one day last spring. His assassi­ 
nation caused 
no surprise 
in 
the 
neighborhood, for the former sher­ 
iff had long been a conspicuous fig­ 
ure in the Breathitt county feuds. Jn 
the language of the mountaineers he 
had been a marked man ever since ho 
was tried and acquitted nearly ten 
y ears ago on the charge of having in­ 
stigated the assassination of James 
B. Marcum at Jackson. 
Fifteen men are under Indictment 
for the Callahan 
murder. 
Separate 
trials have been asked for each de­ 
fendant and the probabilities are that 
it will be several months before all 
of the cases are disposed of. The first 
to be tried will be Asbury McIntosh, 
who is accused, of being the ringlead­ 
er of in the conspiracy 
to 
murder 
Callahan. The prosecuting attorney 
declares they have a good chance to 
convict McIntosh, and with him prov­ 
en guilty, they will have sufficient ev­ 
idence to gain a conviction in the case 
of each of the other fourteen defend­ 
ants.
